nounced in the interstate New-, olli- 
cial publication of Interstate 
Pub­ 
lic Service Company. 
Ju st what this high-tension electric 
line will mean to the city is a 
thing 
for speculation, as it is a known 
fact that electricity can be purchased 
much more cheaply than 
m anufac­ 
tured, and as the city is now expend­ 
ing $40,090 for improvements at the 
city plant, it may mean that in a few 
years time the plant will be discon­ 
tinued. 
The high tension line, according to 
the announcement, will connect with 
the main line

corning straight through Liberty and 
Connersville. From Rushviile it goes 
through Indianapolis, Terre Haute 
and St. Louis. 
The cost of the line is

mately $200,000 according to the an­

The fact that the electricity will he 
generated on each end of the line by 
water ¡tower will reduce the cost of 
manufacture to a small amount. The 
I. & C. traction company is

ducer’- wheat and make a profit why 


then cannot the fa rm er himself m a r­ 
ket his own w heat and receive the 
profit that he justly deserves? 


“ M ho knows hut wliat that may be 
w hat your grocer may tell you in a 
few years from now. W e fa rm e rs on 
account of fluctuations in m arkets 
awing from one extreme to 
another 
a " la v s trying to rai-e that 
crop 
which is in most demand hut when 
we get to m arket we find that com ­ 
modity we counted on most is said 
to >be over-produeed and the market 
demoralized to the extent, th at we o f ­ 
ten fail to receive c&st of produc­ 
tion. How can this be avoided? Put 
all crops on a profitable basis. Let us 
take wheat first. 


Even» bushel of w heat th at 
has 
keen raised in the world from 
the 
time of Joseph in Egypt, has 
been 
eaten by the censum er. When there 
is a surplus, somebody c a rrie s that 
surplus and th at somebody names the 
priee with the end in view th a t 
he 
may make a profit. T hat is right and 
just. 


Let us trace a c a r of wheat p ro ­ 
duced in Rush County from the farm 
to the man who consumes wheat 
in 
Rush County hut does not ra ise wheat 
necessarily, although he may. 
I raise wheat. Usually like 
all 
other farm ers who raise wheat, I go 
to the local elevator and sell so m any 
bushels, a s nearly as I can estim ate 
a few days before I thresh. The ele­ 
v ato r o p erato r agrees to pay me 
a 
certain price based on Chi«*ago <juo- 
tations less a profit fo r himself for 
handling. T h at is right, he is e n tit­ 
led to that and lam glad to pay for 
th a t service. By the time I am home 
he has sold to some commission firm 
in Chicago o r elsewhere, the

If the fa rm er’s could have had tin* 
benefit of th a t spread on the 8.55,009 
bushels produced on the 50,300 acres 
in Rush County last year, it- would 
mean that they would have $171,000.-

Does 
this not interest the m erchants and 
business men as well as the farmer. 
F arm ers have been accused of p a t­ 
ronizing mail order houses in C hica­ 
go. I believe th at accusaticn is false 
hut they do spend and will continue 
to spend large sum s of

in 
those wheat trad in g term inals 
as 
long as they have to patronize the 
present system of m arketing.

EXPLAINS WHY HE BELIEVES

Frank O. Lowden, Former Governor of Illinois, 
Delivers Message to Indiana W heat Farmers, 
Giving His Reasons fo r Thinking That Wheat 
Pool Movement is Right and Will Succeed.

the National W heat ( ’onference hold 
in Chicago in 
June# 
“ Those 
three 
statem«*nts.’’> he conchuled, “ 
the price of wheat 30 «ent 
el.” 
The grain dealers o f the 
country 
generally assert with complete eonfi- 
dence that the present system 
of 
m arketing grain i- the most perfect 
tlung in the commercial world. 
In 
-pite of this perfection, however, one 
of its most conspicuous re p resen ta­ 
tives adm itted that the statem ents of 
a few men had produced his a sto n ­ 
ishing re s u lt! 
• 
W hat other industry could survive 
if the price o f its produiift could 
so 
easily he moved down ? Any 
other 
grea industry would have stood firm 
withholding it> product from 
„the 
m arket until the storm had blown hy. 
and then would have «ieinande«! a just 
priee has«*d upon actual conditions. 
The wheat «farmers, however, u n o r­ 
ganized, bowed 
to the storm 
and 
took their losses. Every w heat grow ­ 
er rem em bers all too well this di-as- 
trofis -lump. J f this grain dealer 
is 
correct in his analysis —and he 
is 
on«* of the best informed men ji the 
trade— hi> statem ent constitutes 
the 
severest possible indictment of 
our 
present wheat m arketing machinery 
and provides a powerful 
argument 
for those who adv o cate far-reaching 
changes in the method- o f m arketing 
wheat. 
The fact 
that 
th ree 
statem ents 
should drive down the price of a s t a ­ 
ple commodity like wheat 39 cents 
a bushel, and thereby reduce the in­ 
come o f the wheat growers of 
the 
United S tates something like $500 a 
man, would seem t«i be proof positive 
that we need to exam ine closely our 
facilities fo r w heat m arketing, with 
a view of providing some substantial 
improvements. 
W heat is not alone am ong 
farm 
products 
in 
dem anding 
attention 
along this line. Only a few weeks ago 
one of the m ost prom inent buyers of 
livestock at the stockyards in C hica­ 
go issued an appeal to producer- to 
hold their hogs n the country until 
February, on the ground that 
the 
m arket was overloaded 
(this 
was 
early in December.) and that 
by 
withholding tn t il F ebruary, in his 
opinion, the producer would receive 
$2 more a hundred pounds. 
There are m any 
other 
parallel 
conditions in agriculture, which 
a p ­ 
parently is the only industry that i - 
able to exist in the face of such vic­ 
issitudes in the marketing o f its p ro ­ 
ducts. 
T here is only «tie remedy for this 


-tat«* o f affairs, in my,opinion. There 
is only one perm anent solution 
for 
the extremely u n satisfac to ry and un- 
stahlc methovls o f m arketing 
farm 
products that now prevail. T hat solu­ 
tion is co-operative m arketing upon 
what is variously known as the com ­ 
modity plan, the, California plan, the 
Danish plan— in o th e r words, «-o-op- 
**rative m arketing that atta«*ks 
the 
problem from the |>oint of view of the 
entire <*«namodity involve«!. 
Co-operative m arketing upon 
the 
commodity plan h as already scored 
a num ber 
of 
marvelous 
-accesses 
with «lifferent kinds of farm pro«lu<*ts 
Conspicuous am ong tln*se are 
the 
various fruit; associations of tin* P a- 
«•ific Coast states, each built aronm l a 
single kind of fruit or two o r thi^*e 
very closely related kinds; the w al­ 
nut and almond associations of Cnl- 
iforiiia; the « otton associaticjris 
of 
the South; the «*gg associations 
o f 
the Pacific C oast; the dairy a sso c ia­ 
tions, notably at New York and St. 
P aul; the rice associations of 
the 
South: and perhaps most outstanding 
of all, the great tobacco associations 
of K entucky and 
ad jacent 
states, 
which num ber nearly a q u a rte r of a 
million growers among their m em ­ 
bers. 
I am a member of 
the 
A rk a n sas 
Cotton G row ers’ Co-operative ¿Vsso- 
«•iation, which is one o f the affiliated 
cotton-m arketing associations which 
jointly are handling about 15 percent 
of the entire Am erican co tto n 
crop 
this year. ! am advised by the p re s­ 
ident of our assoiation, th a t the 
a v ­ 
erage net retu rn to the members of 
the cotton associations last 
y ea r 
w as more than $20 a hale 
g re ater 
than the av erag e retu rn to non-m em ­ 
ber growers. This is 4 c«‘iit" a pound, 
or almost 20 percent more. Thi- rep­ 
resents the difference between profit 
and loss in cotton production, 
in 
most ca se s; it represents the differ­ 
ence between a fa ir living and a bare 
living; it represents the difference 
between giving thousands o f 
fa rm 
boys and girls in the South a chance 
at an education and

or 
no 
chance. N or is this record of retu rn s 
confined to the cotton associations, 
for I am informed th at m any co-op*- 
eratives handling other commodities 
have m ade even better records. 
Now let us turn our attention more 
specifically to wheat. There is

Samples will be taken by fed­ 
eral samplers of II ear lot shipments 
from the local elevators to the as­ 
sociation as soon a* they reach a 
terminal where samplers are main­ 
tained. 
In ease an elevator wants a 
ear sampled on track sireh can be 
done but tin* expense of bringing 
the sampler to that station will be 
borne bv the elevator.

Conner-Journal and Times, and an 
outstanding leader in the organiza- 
tion of the tobacco cooperatives in 
the Burley and Dark tobacco areas of 
Kentucky and adjoining stales. He 
was formerly a Federal Judge. 


Judge Binirham's Indiana tour in- 


cluded addresses to business men 
and farmers starting at Lafayette. 
Thursday, March 6, and followed by 
talks Friday morning in ShelbyviHe 
Friday afternoon in Greensburg, Sat- 
urday morning in Columbus and Sat- 
urday afternoon in Seymour. 


' '-This great movement ii 
your 


state cannot fail," he told his aud- 
ience. "The big pool must and will 
be organized thoroughly for the bene- 
fjt of men who grow wheat, and 
not 


for the benefit of men: who deal with 
and sell it and have no part :ii the 
production of tbis great commodity. 


"Let 
me say, however, that I have 


no word of protest 
or 
complaint 


a.aainst the people who speculate in 
wheat and who have made fortunes 
in this manner. Jt is perfectly legal 
for them to do so. 
It is certainly 


not immoral as I look at it. But the 
po'iit I want to make is that all the 
great profit which has been made out 
of wheat by dealers and speculators 
lias been made out of the sweat and 
toil of the men who actually produce 
il on (heir-farms. 


"The 
fnnible with the farmer lias 


been that they have not received their 
share of what the ultimate consumer 
lias paid for the products of wheat. 
This is the trouble with practically 
all of the agricultural products o,t 
our country—the enormous- spread 


1 between what the man back on 
the 


farm receives and what the ultimate 
consumer pays for .»—Cultural pro- 
ducts. The cooperative 
form 
of 


marketing is not in any -way hostile 
to (he ultimate consumer. It is not in 
any sense a destructive movement: 
on the contrary, all the way tjirough 
i! is a constructive movement. 


'•'Cooperative marketing is not a 


miracle worker," Judge Bingham de- 
clared. ''But." he added, "cooperative 
marketing applied to wheat is bound 
to produce the very same good re- 
sults that x-ooperative marketing has 
produced when applied to cotton, to- 
bacco, fruit and many other farm 
products. There is nothing myster- 
ious about whe/at—nothing so 
dif- 


ferent about il from other farm pro- 
ducts, that the same principles ap- 
plied to other crops will not accom- 
plish in this instance." 


Judge 
Bingham expressed 
the 


opinion (hat (he main force of 
the 


opposition lo the successful forma-

tion of the big wheat pool is going 
to be centered against Kansas, be- 
cause Kansas is. the biggest whe:it 
in-owing state of the Union. 


''A great many people who .for 


years have bee.n profiting .through 
dealing in wheat and speculating jn 
it are fighting this movement in In- 
diaiui and fighting it hard," he as- 
serted! "They see that if Indiana is 
organized and the farmers 
become 


the dominating factor -in the market- 
ing of their own big crop, it: is likely 
to put an end to the 'easy pickings' 
which they have enjoyed for so many 
years through their 
dealings 
and 


speculation. 


"When you hear anyone arguing 


against 'Cooperative marketing," the 
judge said, "just stop and ask your- 
self why they are doing sO; what is 
their motive, and why do they want 
to stop it? 
If you will analyze it, 


you will fnd sometimes that it is be- 
cause they just do iiqt. understand. 
Imt more usually, if they are loud 
and obstreperous in their opposition 
you will find that it is because their 
graft is being cut off.'" 


"Tin's same sort of opposition has 


been confronted in the organization 
of all the other big cooperatives of 
this cor.utry and you will find it here 
in Indiana,'' Judge 
Bingham 
de- 


clared. 


The former federal jurist dwelt at 


length in all his speeches on 
the 


success of the tobacco and 
cotton 


cooperatives. 


"The tobacco growers of Kentucky 


and adjacent states were worse off 
before the formation of their cooper- 
atives than the wheat growers of 
Indiana and other states," ue 
de- 


clared. 
"They tried to sell 
their 


entire crop in two or three weeks and 
it takes thirteen months to make a 
crop of tobacco.

Winnipeg, Canada, March 11—One 


central selling agency with headquar- 
ters in Winnipeg;, will market 
the 


wheat pooled by the fanners of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
next fall. 


The central agency will control 


from one-half to three-fourths of the 
entire wheat production of the Cana- 
dian prairie provinces. It will take 
control of the crop at. inland eleva- 
tors as it is delivered by the separate 
l>rov'nx'ial wheat. pools and it will 
feed the wheat into regular 
trade 


channels in an' orderly manner in ac- 
cordancei with' the"demands of millers 
and exporters. 
• • 


Definite announcement of the de- 


cision of the pool officials to take 
this step was made this afternoon 
by representatives of the Saskatche- 
wan wheat pool. 


A meeting will be held at an early 


date, .either in Regiua or Winnipeg 
to complete the arrangements 
for 


the central agency and to name . the 
executive officers. 


Arrangements were also made ifor 


a speaking tour in Manitoba by Aar- 
on Sapiro, the author of the Amer- 
ican and Canadian wheat pooling 
contracts.

FARMER HAY CLAIM PROFIT 
If a number of so-called middle- 


men can handle and market the pro- 
ducer's wheat and make a profit why 
then cannot the farmer himself mar- 
ket his own wheat and receive the 
profit that he'justly deserves? 


" Who knows but what that may be 
what your grocer may tell.you in a 
few years from now. We fanners on 
account of fluctuations in markets 
awing from ione extreme to 
another 


awlays trying to raise that 
crop 


which is in most demand but when 
we get to market we find that com- 
modity we counted on most is said 
to be over-prpduced and the market 
demoralized to the extentfthat we of- 
ten fail to receive c8st of produc- 
tion. How can this be avoided? Put 
all crops on a profitable basis. Let us 
take wheat first. 


•Every bushel of wheat that has 


been raised'in the world from 
the 


time of Joseph in Egypt, has 
been 


eaten by the consumer. When there 
is a. surplus, somebody -carries that 
surplus and that somebody names the 
price 'with the end in view that he 
may make a profit. That is right and 
just. 
' 
' 


Let us trace a car of wheat 'pro- 


duced in Rush County from the farm 
to the man who consumes wheat in 
Bush County but does not raise wheat 
necessarily, although he may. 


I raise wheat Usually like all 


other farmers who raise wheat, I go 
to the local elevator and sell so many 
bushels, as nearly as I -can estimate 
a few days before I thresh. The ele- 
vator operator agrees to pay me a 
certain price based'on Chicago quo- 
tations less a profit for himself for 
handling. That is right, he is entit- 
led .to that and lam glad to pay for 
that service. By the time I am home 
he has sold to some commission firm 
in Chicago or .elsewhere, the same 
amount I have sold: That firm in turn 
.sell to someone else and he in turn .to 
^another till it may be sold many 
'times before I have threshed. All buy 


with the expectation of making a pro- 
fit. 


This year I sold wheat averaging 


eighty-five cents. Today this same 
elevator man quotes me cnf dollar 
ind five cents,With the same or a 
letter profit. There is a spread of 
;wen^y cents. . 


If the farmer's could have had the 


)enefit of that spread on the 855,000 
mshels produced on the 50,300 acres 
n Rush County last year, it- would 
mean that they w.ould have $171,000.- 
)0 more money in Rush County and 
$171,000.00 less in Chicago. Does 
his not'interest the merchants and' 
business men as -well as the farmer. 
Farmers have been accused of pat- 
ronizing mail order houses in Chica- 
go. I believe that accusation is false 
trat they do spend and will continue 
to spend large sums of money in 
those wheat trading terminals 
as 


long as they have to patronize the 
present system of marketing. 
That 


mchey will do the.merchants no more 
jfood than money spent at a mail or- 
der house and -will do the farmers no 
good whatever. 


Now returning to that wheat of 


mine. It is shipped 
and -rcshipped 


any number of times with no aim in 
view only profit :"n handling and is 
just as apt to land in Milroy to be 
grounded into our as it is in Liver- 
pool. Now the hulls or the brann off 
of that same wheat is priced to me 
44 cents per hundred higher than I 
sold the whole'wheat for last stun-- 
mer.

earlier 'about the great surplus of 
wheat above domestic needs. In em- 
phasizing his point, this gentlenu»i 
rivalled that early last summer there 
appeared within a short time of each 
other statements by two 'prominent 
officials in'Washington to the efl'ec! 
that the United States had a'very 
large surplus of wheat, and that sim^ 
ilar statements had been issued arid 
widely circii!at«<Uiu ccnneciion with 
the. National-Wheat Conference held 
in Chbago in June. '-Those three 
statements.'1" he concluded, "smashed 
the price of wheat 30 cents n bush- 
el."' 


The'grain dealers of, the country 


generally assert ivith 'complete conli- 
den'ce that the present system of 
marketing grain is the most perfect 
th^ng in the commercial world. In 
spite of this perfection, however, one 
of .its most conspicuous representa- 
tives admitted that the statements of 
a few men had produced -his aston- 
ishing result! 
. 
• 


What other industry .could survive 


if the .price of its product 'could so 
easily be moved down"? Any other 
grea industry would have "stood firm 
ivithfiolding its product -from ^the 
market cntil the storm had blown by. 
and then would have demanded a just 
price based upon actual conditions. 
The -wheat farmers, however, unor- 
ganized, bowed to the 
storm 
and 


took" their losses. Every, wheat grow- 
er remembers, all too well this disas- 
trous slump. .If fthis grain dealer is 
correct in his analysis—and he is 
one of the best informed men in the 
trade—his statement-constitutes the 
severest possible indisliment of 
out- 


present wheat marketing machinery 
and provides a powerful argument 
for those who advocate farrreaching 
changes in the methods of marketing 
wheat- 


The fact thai three 
statements 


should drive down the price of a sta- 
ple commodity like wheat 30 cents 
a bushel, and thereby reduce the in- 
come of the wheat growers of 
the 


United States something like $500 a 
man, 
'would seem to be proof positive 


that we need to examine closely our 
facilities for wheat marketing, with 
a view of providing some substantial 
improvements. 


Wheat is not alone arnqng1 farm 


products in 
demanding attention 


along this line. Only a few weeks ago 
one of the most prominent buyers of- 
livestock at the stockyards in Chica- ! 


go issued an appeal to producers to 
hold their hogs "n the country until 
February, on the/ground that 
the 


market was overloaded 
(this was 


early in December.) and that 
by 


withholding iritil February, in his 
opinion, the producer would receive 
$2 more a hundred pounds. 


There are many 
other 
parallel 


conditions in agriculture, which ap- 
parently is the only industry that is 
able to exist in the face of such vic- 
issitudes iiuthe marketing of its pro- 
ducts. 


There is only cue remedy for this 


state of affairs, in any. opinion. There 
is only'one permanent solution for 
the extremely unsatisfactory and un- 
stable methods of marketing farm 
products that now prevail. That solu- 
tion is co-operative marketing upcrt 
what is variously known as the com- 
modity plan, the California plan, the 
Danish iplan—iu other words, co-op-- 
erative marketing *that attacks 
the 


problem from the point of view of the 
entire commodity involved. 


Co-operative marketing upon 
the 


commodity jpl::h has already scored 
a number of .marvelous successes 
with different kinds of farm products 
Conspicuous among these are the 
various t'vnifc associations ot" the Pa- 
cific Coast states, each bnilt around a 
single kind of fruit or two or thr>o 
very closely related kinds; the wal- . 
nut and almond associations of Cal- 
ifornia; the cotton assoi-iatkjns 
of 


the South; the egar associations of 
the Pacific Coast; the dairy-associa- 
tions, notably at Xew York and St. 
Paul; the rice associations of 
the 


South: and perhaps most outstanding " 
of all, the great tobacco associations 
of Kentucky and adjacent states, 
which number nearly a quarter of a 
million 'growers among their mem- 
bers. 


I am a member o£ the Arkansas 


Cotton Growers' Co-operative Asso- 
eiation, which is one of the affiliated 
cotton-marketing associations which 
jointly are handling about 15 percent 
of the entire American -cotton 
crop 


this year. I am advised by the -pres- 
ident of our assoiation, that the av- 
erage-net return to the members of 
the cotton associations last 
year 


was m«>re than $20 a bale greater 
than the average return to non-mem- 
ber growers. This is 4 cents a pound, 
or almost' 20 percent more. This rep- 
resents the difference between profit 
and loss in cotton production, in 
most cases; it represents the differ- 
ence between a fair Hving'and a bare 
living; it represents the difference 
between giving'thousands of farm 
boys and girls in the South a chance 
at an education and little or no 
chance. Nor is this record of returns 
confined to the 'cotton associations, 
for I am informed that many co-op-- 
eratives handling other commodities 
have made even better records. 


Now let us turn our attention more 


specifically to wheat. There is" a 
group of state associations based up- 
on the commodity plan in the North- 
western states, also similar associa- 
tions in Kansas, Oklahoma, and Tex- 
as. None of these, howeyer, is snfiic- 
ientlylarge to be a factor in the mar- 
ket, 
altho most of them are headed 


in the right direction. On the other 
hand, some of the 'most important 
wheat states in the Mississippi Val- 
ley have no organizations at all. The 
total of the wheat handled by 
aft 


theses-associations is about 5 per 
cent of the American production. 


The National Wheat Growers' Ad- 


visory .Committee, of which I , am 
chairman, is attempting to co-ordin- 
ate these various associations, to 
strengthen them by adding materially 
to their.membership, and to develop 
nssociaiions in the 
states 
where 


there are now none. The committee 
includes many^of the outstanding 
leaders in the American co-operata-

There is" no reascn for 
doubt 


whatsoever that this quota will not 
only be reached, but will be exceeded. 
It "is tjiie that opposition will show 
itself to the movement. It is to be 
expected. No great step of this kind 
could hope to entirely avoid opposi- 
tion from the grain dealers and spec- 
ulators, whose 
business

will 


change: There is always a certain 
amount of prejudice against 
any- 


thing that is new or different. On 
the other hand, Hoosier farmers have 
a reputation for being keen, intelli- 
gent, careful thinking men.'1 They 
realize that cooperation is the only 
remedy.'for their wheat marketing 
problem.

Signing the contract now becomes

they 


hauled their wheat to the mill and 
took home their years supply of flour. 
\ Today the development of the cit- 
ies, the centralizing of meat packing 
and flour milling have changed con- 
ditions. The raw product must be 
hauled'by freight to the cities to be 
processed and hauled back for con- 
sumption. This system has caused 
to develop a method of dealer hand- 
ling. The raw product is bought by 
dealers in the country or sold on 
commissipn after reaching the city. 
After manufacturing the product^it 
is distributed by dealers and 
chants. , 


Many profits are taken from the 


time an egg leaves the farm before it 
is served on the city breakfast table. 
Many profits are taken from the time 
a steer,' or hog, or a bushel of grain, 
or a quart of milk leaves your farm 
until it is served on the table of the 
consumer. - 


During this period of development 


the farmer has continued to raise 
his crops and milk his own cows and 
pay little attention to the selifng of 
them. Has industry done the same? 
Where would the International Har- 
vester Company; the Standard Oil 
Company; or the Ford Motor Com- 
pany be today if they had followed 
in the footsteps of the farmer? Had 
continued to produce 
and had 


dumped their product on the market 
to be sold for what is would bring. 
Instead of this they have spent 
thousands- of dollars jn developing 
the distribution, or sales end, of their 
business. 
They have /used 
their 


capital, have systematized their pro- 
duction and also have organized their 
distribution so they are merchandis- 
ing their product instead of dumping 
it. The Harvester Company,end the 
auto companies, follow their product 
until it is placed in the hands of the 
user; the oil companies -pour, their 


own oil through their own filling sta 
tions into the tank of your car. 
• 


Why has the farmer" done nothing 


to systematise his sales? Because hi 
is an individualist. 
He produces 


alone. He competes with^his neigh 
bor when he sells. He,has madi 
money in the past in spite of this 
not on his profits from the sales o 
the product of his farm but because 
the land, from which he was 
pro- 


ducing has been increasing in value 
for the past half century. Over 95% 
of the farmers who have accumulated 
wealth have done so from the profits 
of the increase of land values. Can 
this continue? We have seen a ser- 
ious setback- in land values in the 
past two years because the farmer 
has not been able to pay cost of pro- 
duction. The increase in value in the 
future will be slow and gradual. We 
cannot depend on that increase to 
educate our children and provide, for 
our old age. We have reached the 
place where we must depend on the 
profits from the product we have to 
sell from, season to season, if we are 
to have any profit at all.

mingle the wheat of the Grower with 
wheat of a like variety, quality, or 
grade delivered by other growers. 
The Association shall classify stand- 
nrds; and this classification shall be 
onelusive. 


C. The Association agrees to re- 


sell siK-h wheat together with wheat 
of like variety, quality, grade and 
classification, 
delivered, ibyv other 


growers under similar contracts, at 
;he best price obtainable by it under 
market conditions; and to pay over 
he net amount received therefrom 
[less freight, insurance, and inter- 
est), as payment in full, to the Gro- 
wer and Growers named in contracts 
similar hereto, according to the yal- 


of the wheat delivered by each 


of them, after deducting therefrom 
within t;he discretion of the Associa- 
tion, the icosts of handling, storing, 
grading and marketiigy and an As- 
sociation charge of not to exceed 
two percent of the gross resale pro- 
ceeds and one dollar per year for 
subscription to a newspaper publish- 
ed by or for the association. From 
:his charge,' organization and other 
general Association expenses shall 
lie deducted; and commercial reser- 


clientetTTand any other pi-opcr 


deductions made in the discretion of 
the Association. 
Any annual sur- 


plus from such Association charge 
must be pro-rated among the grow- 
ers delivering wheat in that year, 
on the basis of their respective de- 
liveries. ^ 


7. (a) The Grower agrees that his 


wheat and, or the proceeds there- 
from, shall be so mingled and that 
the net returns therefrom, less all 
costs, advances and charges, shall 
be credited and paid to him on a 
proportional basis,, considering all 
differentials and adjustments, out of 
the receipts .from the sale of all 
wheat of like variety, quality, grade 
and classification. 


(b) The Association agrees to 


pay as substantial an advance pay- 
ment 'on the wheat, as the markel 
and financial condtions will reason- 
ably permit, as soon as practicable 
after delivery. 


(c) Each pool shall be for a full 


season; and payment shall b:? made 
from time to'timc as rapidly as pos- 
sible; in due proportion, until vhe 
accounts of each pool of the .sea- 
son are completely settled. 


8. The Association may sell the 


said wheat within or without this 
country directly to millers or ex- 
porters, or otherwise, at such times 
and upon such conditions and terms 
as it may deem profitable fair ant 
advantageous to the Grower; and it 
may sell all or any part of the 
wheat to or through, an agency 
now .established or to be hereafter 
established for the cooperative mat 
keting of the-wheat in .other states 
or countries, at such times, and npor 
such • conditions as will serve thi 
joint interest of the grower and tin, 
public; and any proportionate ex 
peases connected therewith shall be 


without any limitation or restriction 
whatsoever, each in its name, on any 
wheat through drafts; acceptances, 
notes or otherwise, or on any ware- 
house receipts or bills or lading or 
upon any accounts ior the sale of 
wheat or on any commercial paper 
delivered therefor. 
The Association, 


in its discreation, shall pro-rate the 
money so received among the grow- 
ers equitably, as may be determined 
for each district and period of de- 
livery, or use any part thereof for 
any of its corporate activities or 
purposes. 


The Association agrees to accept 


drafts drawn against it' by the Gro- 
wer for any amount specified and 
determined bv it, upon delivery of 
wheat hereunder: and to assist the 
Grower to discount such drafts, se- 
cured by the warehouse receint or 
wheat tickets, through the most ad- 
vantageous banking system. 


10. The Association may establish 


selling offices, warehouses, plants, 
marketing, statistical or other agen- 
cies in any place. 


11. The Grower shall have the 


right to stop growing wheat and to 
grow anything else at any time ;U 
his free discrention; but if he'pro- 
duces any wheat during the term 
hereof, it shall all be included under 
the terms of this contract and must 
be sold only to the Association. 


12. Nothing in this contract shall 


be interpreted as 
compelling the 


Grower to deliver any specified quan 
tity of wheat per year; but he shall 
deliver all the wheat produced- Or 
acquired by or for him.

HOW WHEAT GOES TO MARKET 


UNDER CO-OPERATIVE METHODS 


Tlie many questions asked in the 


wheat' marketing meeting at Evans 
hall in Evansvillc, January 22, show- 
ed\a keen desire on the part of those 
present . to 
know just how their 


wheat would be handled in the pool 
of the Indiana Wheat Growers asso-. 
siation. 
< - ' „ • • ' • 


The farmer who signs the wheat 


contract will find very •little change' 
in the way liis wheat goes to mar- 
ket. He wilWceep at home the wheat 
he .wants for feed and seed. 
If he 


wishes to sell part of his crop for 
seed, he will filf out an affidavit fn 
which lie declares that is actually 
intended for use as seed and is not 
intended to compete with pooled. 
wheat in the commercial grain chan- 
nels, and permission for such sale 
will be granted by the association. 


Contracts will be made with local 


elevators to handle members' wheat 
at local stations at a. flat charge 'per 
bushel, the amount of whicli will be 
determined. by the local, members -and 
the elevator -in co-operation with 
the Indiana Wheat Growers associa- 
tion. Preference will be given in all 
cases to farmer-owned elevators. In 
some instances the elevator will ban 
die only wheat of grower members, 
in others they will handle wheat of 
both , members and non-members. 
Where non-members' wheat is han- 
dled and elevator" space is limited 
the wheat, may be mixed with wheat 
of similar grade, a bond being given 
by the elevator to deliver wheat to 
the association -'equal in quantity to 
that delivered by the members. The 
price paid the local stations accord- 
ing to volume, overhead costs' and in- 
vestments. Conferences will be held 
with the managers of these elevators 
where all details of cooperation will 
be discussed and plans made for the 
mutual benefit of the elevators and 
the association. 
. When a grower member delivers a 
load of his wheat to the local ele- 
vator he will be -given a scale ticket 
for each load, one duplicate will j 
kept by the elevator and one -sent to 
the association office.

be graded by the local manager and 
if the grade is disputed by the grow- 
er 'and agreed on sample will be tak- 
en, placed in an airtight container

Growers who wish to leave the a- 
niounS-of their advances on interest 
can do so by forwarding their draft 
to the Association and receiving an 
interest bearing note from the As- 
sociation therefor. 
Storage will be 


allowed the growers who have ade- 
quate storage facilities at home at n 
fair rate for the time the wheat is 
.stored on their 'farm after harvest. 
Advances however will not Be paid 
on any wheat until delivered to the 
loc-al elevator or loaded on cars di- 
rectly by the growers and consigned 
to the Association. 


The 'books wUJ>c open to inspec- 


tion of member/ -at any time. • Com- 
plete reports of its activities will be 
furnished the members through a 
paper issued by the Association. In 
addition necessary meetings of mem- 
bers will be held under the direction 
of the Field Service Department or 
local Farm Bureau. Local elevator 
managers will: be kept informed of 
all activities of the Association and 
may act not only as field service 
men in straightening out misunder- 
stadnings that may arise ' between 
the members, and the association, 
but also may. secure contracts of 
•new inembersTin ; their localities; 


Men vthojpin the association will 


know .that, under the association they 
receive . faiir and^ accurate grading 
for themselves. They will know their 
wheat is .sold by experts hired to 
serve- them who know as much about 
its value as the'men who buy., They 
will know, that their wheiat is prop- 
erly stored and insured to avoid da- 
mage of. .any ,sort in the .period 'be-' 
tween production antLtiiial sale. 'Anld 
last, but .not least, they 'will kpow 
that /they. {are; conducting 'their Vyh 
business-— Wheat fanning— in a busi- 
ness UKe uiauuer. '

Tile plan of operation which \ve 


recimyuend is substantially the same 
as that of the cotton 
associations 


and other commodity co-ojieratives, 
with su'ch modifications as are neces- 
sary i'or wheat. 
Remember 
these 


chief points : 1, Each association will 
handle wheat only, and no other pro- 
ducts; 2, Eaich. association will be 
organized on a non-profit and nch- 
stoek basis, and each will be state- 
wide in character, federated for sell- 
ins: purposes: 3, Each association 
will bei organized in such a way that 


Dinplefe control of its activities is 


vested in a hoard of directors, all of 
whom must he growers, and this 
board is chosen by the members by 
districts; 4, Each association will be 
based upon 'contracts with its mem- 


bers, under which they pledge 
all 


their marketable wheat to the asso- 
ciation; 5, Each association will pool 
its wheat by grades, and each grower 
will receive 'the average price for the 
season for his particular grade. 


The individual fanner will deliver 


his wheat, under this plan, to his lo- 
cal elevator, preferably a farmers' 
elevator, much the same as lie al- 
ways has. Instead of selling it out- 
right, he will transfer title, to the as- 
sociation, which will pay him two- 
thirds or so of its value at the time 
of delivery; the association will then 
sell this wheat, with other wheat oi 
like grade and quality, to'millers and 
exporters gradually thru the year, 
thus avoiding the disastrous 
price

If 
the farmer was on the same''basis 
now as he wa.s then; -we farmers of 
Rush County alone would have had 
$649,800.00 more money to pay taxes 
build schools, churches, etc, or the 
consumer would be -buying six loaves 
of bread for a quarter. 


We do not like-to live in the past. 


What is' the remedy? What is in the 
future for ther,farmers, merchants 
and manufacturers of this best-count 
ty in Indiana'?? The outlook is good 
It certainly looks like the 
farmer's 


are going to work,together and stop 
sdading their profit all out of .the, 
county. They are going to store their 
wheat together and "speculate" 
a 


little themselves. How By eliminat- 
ing speculation. If our local mills 
can not store enough grain to keep 
them running a year, store enough as 
elose as -possible so that they can get 
wheat when they want it to grind, at 
a. profit, without having it 'shipped a^l 
over here and half of) Kentucky at a 
very profitable freight rate and witli 
only one commission and that com- 
mission can not exceed actual lirnd- 
linsr charges. Then we are going . to 
eat the kind of wheat we STOW so we 
will not have to impoft wheat. If we 
do not then we-, are going to- grow 
the kind we eat. 
• 


Then we will grow some for 
our 


Chicago and other-city fritnds. We 
are going ,to employ a man to sell it 
to- them, who is interested and.does 
not have to.:buy his privilege of sell- 
ing wheat. If we get, the -wrong man 
we can fire him; another little privil- 
ege we neveir had. I have entered into 
En agreement with my neighbors .who 
grow wheat to do this and in torn "he 
has agreed with me. I am getting 
other neighbors to enter the same 


agreement and so are they till this 
agreement has spread over the-en- 
tire United States. It came here from 
Canada and has gone en to Argen- 
tine, India, Australia-and'even Kus- 
sia. When forty percent of us get to- 
gether, we will have enough to 
do 


business economically. Then we will 
go. Then we will change a losing bus- 


iness, if it deserves to be called such, 
into a profitable business. Then the 
merchants will 'not envy Joe Cowing 
and the Ninety-Nine cent store be- 
cause their stonk burned, as they did 
when 'I helped solicit some of 
the 


advertising for 
this issue. t Many 


farmers would like to go out of bus- 


iness the same \vayj but the blame 
farm won't even burn. 'We are all in 
the same boat so we are going to lie 
agreeable and peaceable, sure, even 
congenial, and as soon as we pull to- 
gether our business will be profitable. 
We will show California what it is to 
he prosperous.
